Juarez, Mexico, May 17. — in response 


:o a request from the Mexican gov- 
ernment, Provisional President Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, jr., and his cabinet 
fathered at 11 -o'clock today to for- 
mulate a final peace agreement which 
s to be submitted by telegraph by 
Pudge Carbajal today to President 
Diaz and his cabinet. 


A change in -the procedure of the 


legotiations haa been made but it will 
lasten rather than delay the restora- 
:ion 
of peace in Mexico; At flrst it 


was thought that as soon as an agree- 
ment was reached on the principal 
basis, the naming of the cabinet port- 
folios and fourteen governorships an 
immediate 'armistice for -the 
entire 


country would be proclaimed.' There 
is practically a mutual acceptance now 
of the principal points,- but instead of 
a point' bypoint ratification it has been 
decided to have the rebels 
submit 


their program in full for blanket ratifi- 
cation by the government 


The ratification will be coincident 


with the announcement of an armis- 
tice. The signing in Juarez of the 
agreement itself in a few days by 
Judge Carbajal and the representative 
or representatives 
whom the insur- 


rectos may name, will end the armis- 
tice and a normal condition 'of peace 
will be recognized as existent. 


The insurrecto chiefs here will tele- 


graph or send couriers to their con- 
stituents in various parts of the re- 
public and it is believed that within a 
week all arms will have been laid down 
in the republic. 


It is not believed that an answer to 


the proposals of the insurrectos which 
will be completed late this afternoon 
will be received before tomorrow.

Mexico City, May 17.—-If the hopes 


of President Diaz's ministers are real- 
ized, an armistice will be announced 
before the end of the day. 
Foreign 


Minister De La Barra declares that 
negotiations between the governmcn 
and the rebels doubtless will reach a 
definite result at today's cabinet meet- 
ing and which in his belief will mean 
peace. . 


Minister Limantour was not quite so 


sanguine as his colleagues in the min- 
istry this morning.

There are radical sign's that Hon. William Randolph 


Hearst is on his way back to the embrace of his earlier 
love.

Save that congress amend the Sherman anti-trust 


law or supersede it with a new anti-trust act the su- 
preme court decision puts into the present federal 
statute, what Theodore Roosevelt repeatedly urged 
congress to do by prescribed legislative process. 
Mr. 


•Roosevelt on all suitable occasions held forth to the 
effect that there were good trusts and bad trusts; that 
they were the bad ones only which he was after: that 
combination and consolidation in finance, commerce 
and industry was the spirit of the time and a develop- 
ment of modern business that was inevitable and 
should be legalized and controlled, and that it should 
not be the policy of government to trammel and ham- 
per business by trying to destroy these combinations. 
Mr. Taft has held much to the same views. 


Congress has never amended the _ Sherman law'in 


such way as to provide a legal discrimination between 
one kind of a combine and another. 
The. supreme 


court has just founded that distinction in its opinion 
deciding the Standard Oil case. That great corpora- 
tion is convicted of unlawful acts in restraint of trade 
and of a conspiracy to destroy competition and con- 
trol the market. The same is alleged against the beef 
trust, the bathtub trust, the tobacco trust and other 
titanic combinations. What is true of these is doubt- 
less true of the lumber trust, in some degree if not 
in all respects of the steel trust, the paper trust and a 
dozen other combines. 


It will be interesting to find what trusts can justly 


.claim exemption under the supreme court's interpre- 


"' tation and enlargement oi the Sherman, act. 
Where 


does "reasonable" restraint of trade cease and. where 
can "unreasonable" restraint begin ? Can there be any 
sort of combination in business for restraint of trade 
and destruction of competition that in morals if not 
in the statutes-and judicial opinions is not a conspir- 
acy, to derail injury and to supervene personal rights 
=nd lawful privileges? 
It will take some decisions to 


make the initial decision clear. 


The beef trust sees a star in the sky since the su- 


preme court read a qualification into the Sherman law. 
It is beginning to cease denial that it is a trust and 
preparing to plead that it is a" good trust." It should 


not, 
however, lose sight of the fact that the supreme 


court decision from which it takes comfort ordered 
the Standard Oil company to dissolve and go out of 
business.

The board of public works has asked the city coun- 


.cil to "advise with it upon the matter of providing Fort 
Wayne with a municipal repair" plant to 'take care" of 
the asphalt streets. The council ought to meet this 
question with ready spirit. The city must soon begin 
to make some sort of provision for recovering miles 
of asphalt streets from decay and doubtless it will be 
found cheaper and more satisfactory to do this itself 
than to have it don<^ by contract.. . 


There are now more than thirty miles of asphalt 


streets in Fort Wayne. Some of this pavement has 
been down for twenty-two years, and much more of 
it for periods that long ago took it out of guarantee 
of maintenance by the contractors. Pavement is now 
constantly going out of guarantee and will continue 
to do so. As the years go on the mileage on which 
guarantee is expired will increase in such ratio as the 
total mileage of asphalt has increased. To maintain 
and preserve this great mileage of pavement has fje- 
comc a serious problem. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars invested in asphalt pavements will come to 
sheer and criminal waste if these pavements are not

An old-fashioned scheme for putting 


away the family furs which is of value 
today is as follows: Into a clean and 
empty whisky barrel which is fitted with 
a tightly fitting cover, put all the 
woolens and furs which have 
been 


previously brushed. 
When they are 


carefully packed in the receptacle put 
a bottle of chloroform in the bottom 
and remove the cork. The barrel cover 
is then put on and the barrel placed in 
a dark closet under lock and key. Of 
course nothing can live or hatch in the 
fumos and there is no odor when the 
things are taken from the barrel in 
the autumn. 


Wet linen should never be thrown 


into the clothes hamper, as it is apt to 
mildew and communicate mildew to 
the other things in the basket. Damp- 
ness also turns the willow of the bas- 
ket black. If anything sweat has been 
spilled on table line'n rinse it out or 
throw it rough dry into the hamper. 
Otherwise it may become the prey of 
roaches or water bugs in a city flat. c

An ordinance making It unlawful lor dogs 
to run at large in the city or Fort 
Wayne, and providing penalties for the 
violation thereof. 
Be it ordained by the common council 


of the city o£ Fort Wayne, that: 


Section 1. 
It shall be unlawful for 
any person to keep or harbor any dog, 
cither male or female, whether taxed'or 
untaxed. in the city of Fort "Wayne, ex- 
cept upon premises tnvned or occupied 
by himself, or upon premises owned or 
occupied by one who has given permis- 
sion to havs said dog kept or harbored 
upon the same. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any 


person being the owner of, or bavins the 
immediate custody or control of. any 
do,?, male or female, whether taxed or 
ur.taxed, to suffer or permit such floe: to 


be at large upon the streets, highways, 
alleys or other public places in the city 
of Fort "Wayne, unless accompanied by 
such owner or person having the immedi- 
ate custody or control of said dog. 


Section 3. It shall be the fluty of the 
pounrimaster or any police officer or 
other proper officer of said city to take 
said dog and keep It under the control 
of said city for a period of forty-eight 
hours •after the said clog has been taken 
in custody." and afterwards killed, un- 
less within the forty-eight hour period 
tho owner or his duly authorized agent 
shall call at the place where said dog is 
kept, and said dojr may be released 'and 
turned over to said owner or his author- 
ised agent on payment of t\vo dollars to 
the poundmaster for the benefit of the 
city to pay the expenses of the care ant1 
custody of said dog.
